THE YEAR'S OBSERYATION. 

It is the southern hemisphere of Mars 
which is now tilted towards the earth, 
Thus ‘observations this year will be 


‘lalmost entirely confined to, the south 


polar snows and the other markings that 
lie south of the equator.. It is now about 
the middle of spring in Mars’ southera 
hemisphere. The spring equinox was on 
May (2th and midsummer's day will’ be 
oa October” 6th. 

At the two poles of Mars ‘are: large 


{white patches of snow, very. similar to 


those in the'arctic and antarctic regiond 
{of the earth. These vary in size with the 
| Martion seasons. {nthe ~winter’ the 
|| Snoweap ofthe corresponding hemisphere 
rows to an,enormous size; it reaches 
own to within fifty degrees of latitude 
of the equator, and'has a diameter of 
about three thousand miles. And.in the 
summer it dwindles toewhat appears to 
be a mere speck, itd diameter sometimes 
falling below’ a hundred miles, 

The greatest extent of the snow is at- 
tained some time’ after midwinter.”" It 
then begins to melt; but it.is not ‘until 
| about .the equinox that ‘the malting sets 
in rapidly.. There then ‘wppears. ahout 
the edge of the snoy-cap” 2 very dark 
band—the South Polar Sea.” ‘It seems 
that during the slow melfing of the cap 
the water is conveyed away as quickly as 
it ‘is formed; and only Jater when the 
melting becomes rapid is'the water able 
to collect sufficiently to‘form an open 
sea. It was onee thought that the band: 
was ‘merely an'illusion, an effect of con- 
trast due to the brilliance of the white 
cap. It is now praetically certain that 
it is water. . For,in'the first place it‘only 
appears when the snows nre melting; in 
the second, the light from it-ix ‘‘ polari- 
sed.” as is only the light coming from a 
liqnid surface; and, in” the -tast,- the 
spretroscope reveals'in the atmosphere 
above it the presence of water vapour,

No new 
supplies are coming from India, but an 
expedition is starting shortly for the

“SETTING OF CONCRETE. 
SPONTANEOUS HEATING. 


It is not, generally recognised that the 
setting of cement is a chemical process, 
and as such tuaided processes usu ly give 
rise to heat evolution, a rise of tempera- 
ture during setting is observed. .- 

In n case recently reported from tho 
United Stntes, a mass of concrete form- 
ing a. bridge ‘pier was laid at 5 p.m: A 
thermometer inserted in the mass -regis- 
‘tured 46deg. F. By midnight it was GOdeg., 
next morning ‘7édeg., after three days 
100deg.. and m maximum of 115deg. F. 
was attained in fifteen days. © : 

Such temperature rises.vary according 
to the nature’of the cement. An active 
cement develops a large. amount of heat 
in wshert time. This is well known in the 
ease of aluminous cements; whem shutter- 
ing is removed the- concrete may 
“steam.” It is therefore no. indication 
of unsound cement. The heat, how- 
ever, causes some Iceés of water by evapor- 
ation, and this. emphasises the need for. 
‘keeping’ concrete thoroughly moist for a | 
fortnight after mixing. —Larly Telegraph.

A CENTRAL BANK. 


In. most countries, a, great impetus to 
trade. in. that. it supplies’ ample liquid 
capital, is the depositing of government 
revenues in central banking institutions. 
The Bank of England, for instance, is a 
bank .of deposit for the British” Govern- 
ment and its contro] of liquid capital 
stabilizes.. British’ financia) operations. 
The Federal Restrve Bank jin the United 
States serves the same énd, although its 
methods are different. The Bank of Eng- 
land, on one hand, accepts government 
deposits and issues notes, while on. the 
other hand, it discounts other banks’ 
papers and in moments of crisis, ‘it raises 
the interest rate and conserves the coun- 
try’s gold resérve. to. avoid a general 
panic. ‘It is a.banker’s bank. - : 

Tn China there is no’ such bank. ‘ The 
two Government banks do not perform
